structure has inner and outer sides and can be opened at the top and said 
container is adapted in size such that it can be easily placed within the 
different purse and easily removed form the different purses even when 
containing items; and, 

c^dr a plurality of inner pouches designed to hold specific 
accessories it ems ; and, 
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er d. a first attachment means to rolootsably aXtas i k UEon.the inner 
pouches and a coopera tin g attachment means o n the inner sides of three or 
more inner sides of the removabl e container allowing for the inner pouches 
to be releasablv attached to the inner sides to the removable container and 
each inner pouches can be attach at many different taositio n alon^ the inner 
sides of the removable container and allows an individu al to design and 
firpanize t he placement of each pouch and said inner po uches can be 
selectively interchanged, thus allowing an individual to select the type and 
placement of each pouch with in the removable container and to be able to 
change the placement and tvpe of pouches u sed at anv time: and. 

e. inner pouches chosen from a group of inner pouches that include 
I j^tr pouches designed for business cards, driver's licen se, coins, make-up. 
wallet, or credit card, kev holder, pen/pencil holder, glass case, checkbook. 
medicine brush, comb, address book holder, calendar holder, jewelry a water 
bottle, personal hygiene carrier, tissues, airline ticket puch. receipt holder, 
pick holder, propane curling iron holder, tissue holder, or passport. 

6. (previously presented) A purse as in claim 5 further comprising: 

a. outer pouches designed to hold items; and, 

b. a means to releasably attach the outer pouches to the outside of the 
housing.

8. (currently amended) A purse as in claim 5 wherein; 

a. the first attachment m eans and cooperating attachme nt means fer- 
attoohing tho inner pouchco to tho innor oid o o of tho oontoin e r is a set of 
snaps.

a. the first attachment means cooperating attach ment means 
attoohing tho inner pouohco to tho innor sidoa of tho oontoinor is hook and 
loop fabric on both the container and the inner pouches.

20. (previously presented) A purse as in claim 6 wherein: 

a, the means for attaching the outer pouches to the housing is a set of 

snaps. 

21 . (Previously presented) A purse as in claim 5 further comprising: 
a. the container has more than four inner sides.

a. a handle chosen from a set of handles and shoulder straps. 
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
